—The rules for a limited departmental 
competitive examination for Inclusion in the Select Lfet 
for Grade C of the Central Secretariat Stenographers Ser¬ 
vice, Grade II of the Stenographers’ Cadre of Indian 
Foreign Seivice (B), Grade C of the Armed Forces Head¬ 
quarters Stenographers’ Service and Gr. ‘C of the Railway 
Board Secretariat Stenographers Service to be held by tho 
Staff Selection Commission in 1985 are published for general 
information. 

2. The number of persons to be selected for inclusion in. 
the Select Lists will ho specified in the Notice issued by the 
Commission. 

Reservations will be made for candidates belonging to the 
Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes in accordance with 
the orders issued by the Central Omt. from time to time In 
this regard.
